Salt Deposits Hold 


Blistery For Okla. 


State and Farmers Seek 


Means of Utilizing 


Idle Lands 


C H E R O K E E , .Okla.-ypJ-Okla- 


homa's "great salt plains," a snow- 
white barren area of salt bordered by 
rich farming land, gre offering a puz- 


(zle both to scientists ond to those whp 
seek to. utilize the now Idle lands. 


Covering an area of SO square miles, 


they are a white elephant for Alfalfa 
county. No ,use has yet been found 
for the land which, were it as fertile 
as that which adjoins it, would yield 
$1,000,000 yearly in farm products. 


Were the deposits of greater thick- 


ness it might prove1 profitable to 
gather the salt and market it cominer- 
cially. But they amount t,o little more 
than a thin incrustation, nowhere more 
than a few inches deep. 


About 10 years ago an attempt was 


made to convert the plains into an 
automobile race track and airplane 
landing field. But drivers wer,e blind- 
ed by the glare and ran into nufer- 
ous soggy spots, so the races were 
tried only noce. Planes can land on 
other good fields in the wheat lands, 
nearer to towns. 


Geologists, endeavoring to .explain 


the presence of the salt wastes in the 
midst of a productive area, advance 
the theory 'that ages ago all north- 
western Oklahoma was a vast inland 
sea. 


Slowly evaporation and erosion they 


believe, filled this'sea, and the re- 
maining lake was crowded into the 
space now occupied by the plains. 


Many hunters are drawn to the re- 


gion during the duck season, since the 
low-lying plains cause water to ac- 
cumulate in ponds. From only a 
short distanfe the plains have the ap- 
pearance of a lake, and ducks some- 
times come to their deajh by diving 
on ,the white surface they mistake for 
water.
